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WHEN he died, Randolph 
Churchill had completed two 
volumes of the projected 
biography of his father. He had 
covered the years 1874 to 1914, 
during which period, in his own 
words, ‘an under-esteemed boy of 
genius of noble character and dar- 
ing spirit’ became ‘‘a parliamen- 
tarian statesman and author of 
the firat order." Martin Gilbert's 
two volumes that have already 
appeared bring the story of 
Winston's life up to.1922; the fifth 
volume is nearly ready. For- 
tunately, Gilbert is only 39, so he 
faces the prospect of finishing the 
Life with fortitude. 

“I've no idea how many books 
will be needed — cach one Is 1,000 
pages long,"" he says. ‘Merton 
College gave me leave of absence 
for a decade, starting In 1968, but I 
may need mors time. I try to work 
12 hours a day, but I suppose I 
only average nine or ten, Actual- 
ly, I've read through the material 
right to the end; I estimate I've 
done about 80 per cent of the 
research." 

He says that the writing of 
history Involves a great deal of 
detective work; ho tries to plece 
together what happened in the 
Past through speeches, letters, 
documents. He is‘ what Shakca- 
Pearce called “a anapper-up of 
Unconsidered trifles.” For oxam- 
ple, he came across a bill from a 
Jerusalem jaundry, dated 1934; 
this led him to the discovery that 
Churchill had paid a flying visit to 
the Holy City In the year 1934.

writing the definitive biography was his son, Randolph S. Churchill: when Randolph died, the work was taken 
over by Oxford historian MARTIN GILBERT, who was interviewed here this week by PHILIP GILLON.

T express some surprise that 80 
many letters are preserved for the 
historian: for oxample, in Volume 
I, Randolph was able to 
reproduce the sad letters written 
home by the little schoolboy at 
Harrow. Why on earth were such 
letters proserved, unless Jenny 
Churchill, née Jerome, guessed 
even then that her son would 
prove to be a genius, despite all 
the evidence to the contrary? 

‘That's nonsense,"’ says the 
historian firmly. “I keep every 
single letter I've ever received. 
Why, I keep the letters of my 
daughter, Natalie, who's elght."" 

He produces one in which she 
explained that she had been ac- 
ting in a play about Sodom and 
Gomorrah: when I wonder at a 
female of the species having been 
in Sodom, he goes on to read that 
she appeared as one of the angels, 
which explains what she was do- 
ing there. 

He algo interviews living peo- 
ple, some of them several times. 

“For Volume V, I've inter- 
viewed 100 people of importance. I 
make circuits of different areas of 
England, having lunch, tea, 
dinner, with various people living 
close ἐσ each other. Sometimes I 
have to go back to verify 
something. So I piece the picture 
together. 

“Tt's a wonderful feeling when 
suddenly a whole section fits 
together — like finishing a jigsaw 
puzzle, For example, I worked for 
something like 40 days on 
Churchill's reactions to the Nazis. 
Then one day I said, ‘This is it! 
Now I can present his reactions. 

“'m going to give a lecture on 
the subject here in Jerusalem, at 
the Van Leer Institute, on August 
5. This presentation of ideas to an 
audience, once I've worked them 
out, is very important to me, 
because I.can test their reac- 
tions.” .

DOES NOT the present decline in 
Isract's tourism justify the ip 
troduction of charters?

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CRUSADER HOMESTEADS are 
ailll scattered throughout the Ju- 
dean hills. The war lust and 
religious fervour of the Crusader 
armies which overran Jerusalem 
in the summer of 1069, soon 
abated, the frenzied slaughter of 
the Moslems and Jews within its 
walls soon ceased, and the 
Crusader conquerors of 
Jerusalem turned thelr energies 
to the prosale details of day-to-day 
living. 


shelter — every government's 
basic responsibility — was the 
first problem to be tackled. Hous- 
ing posed no difficulties. Moat of 


Jerusalem's inhabitants had been :: 


killed or expelled, and many 
buildings stood empty, ready for 
the victors to take over. With a 
few minor changes, they were 
soon made available as dwellings, 
prayer halls, stores amd stables. 

The speedy repair and expan- 
sion of water conduits and 
cisterna was essential for the well- 
being of the people. This work was 
quickly put in hand by Crusader 
engineers directing teams of local 
workers, thus safeguarding the 
water supply for both townsfolk 
and farmers. 

Adequate food supplies, 
however, required long-term 
planning and a _ proper 
programme for growing and stor- 
Ing. Great quantities of corn, 
meat and vegetables were needed 
daily, which the Crusaders 
themselves, amall in numbers and 
trained In fighting, not husbandry, 


were unable to produce. They : 


were obliged to rely to a great ex- 
tent on the native farmers to fulfil] 
their needs. 

Palestine — a land of milk and 
honey - reached the peak of its 
fertility under the Israelites. The 
Romans and Byzantines con- 
tinued to care for the soil by 
preserving the hill terraces, the 
valley dams and the irrigation 
systems; but after the Moslem In- 
vasion in the seventh century 
C.E., neglect and apathy took 
their toll.. 


THE COMING of the Crusaders 
brought about yet another down- 
trend In the country's fruitfulnesa, 
for thousands of Moslem peasants 
“fled from the dreaded enemy.

TWO REGIMES confront each 
other: one which most of humani- 
ty wants but is unable to defendthe 
other chosen by a small minority 
who are capable of enforcing it. 
It's not an ideological contest but 
a power struggle of the most nak- 
ed kind. 

The world contains huge 
masses of people who abhor com- 
munism and all it stands for. Un- 
fortunately, these masses live un- 
der dictatorial regimes where 
they aren't free to stand up and 
say so — that is, under communist 
regimes. 

The communist masses are to 
be found in the democratic West, 
in the corrupt, confused, 
leaderless coufttries unable to 
wake up from the pleasant stupor 
of a 30-year illusory peace, in the 
soft underbelly of Europe from 
Ankara to Lisbon. Portugal ia a 
portent of things to come. 

When the entire Czech nation 
decided as one man to try to

Yet this 
denial takes its toll; for the sup- 

pression of mourning there is a 

price to pay, sometime, 

somewhere In the family. 

Lily Pincus has written this 
book ten years after her husband 
died, as a tribute to him after 
several books she wrote in 
collaboration with others. But it is 
also a summary of her life's work, 
which was concertied with 
marriage. Mrs. Pincus was ἃ 
founder of the Family Discussion 
Bureau in London In 1948, which 
later began the Institute for 
Marital Studies at the Tavistock 
Inatitute for Human Relations. 
The method she developed was 
not counselling, but a way for 
these husbands and wives to know 
themselves better. Her thesis is 
that a problem is never that of one 
partner alene, but born of the in- 
teraction of both. Thus, a wife 
may become mentally ill for both 
partners. When a child ia 
problematic, he may be acting out 
8. fantasy that the parents deny. 
Thus with the little girl Polly, who 
was always climbing trees. Treat- 
ment at the child guidance clinic 
was sterile, until attention was 
focused on the parents: They 

᾿ could never take 8 risk of an 
kind, Thelr daughter had to do all 
the risk-taking for them. 

* In the kinds of interaction found 
in marriages, Mrs, Pincus has dia- 
covered a pattern: There are 
marriages based on identifica- 
tion, and marriages based on pro- 
jection, As she explains: 

. “Identifl¢ation {s the process 
by which a person elther extends 

““his. identity into -someone else, 
borrows his identity from 
someone else, or fuses his identity 
with someone else."

IF THERE Is one piece of 
gratuitous advice that one may 
offer to artists, It 1s that they must 
take their art seriously, but never 
themselves. An air of self- 
consciousness as an artist, 
bordering almost on pomposity, 
emanates from the biographical 
catalogue, notes and titles of 
some of the works by DORON 
BAR ADON, a talented 
eeramicist-cum-sculptor, who is 
currently showing sculptures and 
brush drawings at the Jerusaiem 
Artists House (till August 18).

In Sllberg's adaptation, 
Adon Bedichi does it mainly in 
pantomime, using inarticulate 
sounds which are considerably 
better than the text he has to 
speak most of time. 


LIKE ALL successtul commercial 
showmen, Joel Silberg owes his 
success to a formula, and like all 
succeesful show-business for- 
mulas, this one is simple. A 
forelgn comedy js rewritten — 
with or- without giving the source 
— in terms of Israeli life, and 
placed in the milieu of the Orien- 
tal communities, the dialogue be- 
ing spiked with plenty of "in" ex- 
pressions. Then the show is built 
up around 4 star whose features, 
gestures and accent leave no 
doubt as to his ethnic origin. 

The appeal of these shows is 
thus mainly communal, ad- 
dressed as they are directly to the 
“gecond Israel." Mr. Silberg is a 
very clever man who knows — his 
own origin notwithstanding —~ how 
to appeal to his public, In one of 
his early successes, ‘Boutique of

As for the special theatre, I 
hope that no one will teke the 
proposition seriously. Such a 
theatre — regardless of artistic 
merit which, by its very nature, 
muat be non-existent — would ac- 
complish the very opposite of 
what its founders Intended — in 
setting up a cultural ghetto. 

However, given our political ἡ 
reality, I wouldn't at all discount 
the possibility. Politics coupled 
with art, just like politics coupled 
with retigion, can give birth to 
‘strange Uttle monsters,.Jt is never, 
too early to warn, — ern
